Pottstown Must Fight 
For Expressway Link 
pQTTSTGWN quickly is massing forces for 
one of its familiar concerted efforts to 
lake the “Community of Opportunity" a step 
forward. It must help itself if it expects to 
set the vital extension of the Schuylkill ex­ 
pressway from King of Prussia. 
Once again the people who run Montgom­ 
ery county have shown that they represent a 
few interests at the Eastern end, and mot 
everyone from the Berks county line to City 
Line 
avenue. 
They 
cast 
off 
Pottstown's 
future with a wave of th« hand. 


Fortunately, Pottstown has a few men 
interested in looking after their own, like 
Howard W. Bartholomew, the industrialist; 
Roger Firestone, another m anufacturer; the 
Pottstown Auto club people; and its State 
legislators, including 
Edwin G. HoII and 
Herbert R. Maack. 
Despite the protests which came out of the 
Montgomery County courthouse last week, 
there was no concern for the upper end of 
Montgomery county until someone belatedly 
warned the authorities that dropping the 
final expressway link was a glaring stupid 
error. 
It doesn’t take an engineer to see that 
there is no need for a highway whatso­ 
ever to connect King of Prussia and 
Lower Lewis road. Can you visualize the 
chaos of the traffic 
coming 
off 
the 
Schuylkill expressway today onto Lower 
Lewis road near Lakeview Amusement 
park? 
Without the final link, the entire stretch 
from King of Prussia is superfluous, and 
quickly would have been erased from, the 
county plan. Someone stupidly blundered or 
deliberately finagled to sabotage the entire 
expressway 
extension 
for 
Montgomery 
county. 
It was distressing to find that supposedly 
w ise politicians were unable to get their story 
straight. 
Arthur V. Loe ben, director of the Mont­ 
gomery County Planning commission, said 
he had no idea how the Pottstown link came 
to be dropped. 
A. Russell Parkhouse, the well-intentioned. 
Montgomery County commissioner who is re­ 
sponsible for m any other projects coming 
Pottstown's way. went to bat for Loeben like 
a conditioned reflex. 
Robert E. Meloy, whose Lower Pottsgrave 
bailiwiek stands to benefit more than any 
other from the expressway extension, said as 
chairman of the Montgomery County Plan­ 
ning commission he was pledged to be "non- 
partisan and non-scctional.'4 
So he stood by while someone fast-talked1 
him into letting a recommendation go in for 
just the first two phases of the expressway. 
He said he was assured the third phase 
would get built the same time even if it didn’t 
get on this six year plan. 
By the time Meloy faced the decision of 
being “non partisan and non sectional" and 
letting someone pull the wool over his eyes, 
or of standing up for his home area, the 
recommendation, was before the State. 
And don’t let Montgomery county's 
finest blame Harrisburg for erasing the 
Pottstown road from the all year plan. 
The entire program Is drawn on speci­ 
fications given by the county planning 
commissions. A State Highway commis­ 
sion official stated clearly and bluntly it 
was the recommendation of the Mont­ 
gomery County Planning commission to 
go without, the final Pottstown link. 
Meloy saw what was coming in the way 
■of public opinion and insisted the Planning 
commission get that third leg back on the 
plan. He said his efforts on it started April 
11. But nothing leaked out until a few days 
before the State’s commission hearing in 
St. David's. 
Then a few days ago Parkhouse realized 
what had happened and demanded the Potts­ 
town portion be restored. He had Planning 
co mi miss ion people on the carpet asking who 
bungled.. But it was to® late, as the irrepres­ 
sible Rep. Holl ferreted out the “ Missing 
Link." 
Parkhouse can be counted on to do all in 
his power to make up for the mistake. He 
doesn’t take it lightly when the Planning 
commission s work reflects on his office. 
The yeoman work, however, once again 
falls on local shoulders as it has before. It 
didn’t take our pioneer forebearers too long 
to realize away back in the early ItOis that 
Pottstown would be cold-shouldered by Mont­ 
gomery county. They tried to form a new 
county then and failed. 
Pottstown always has had to work alone 
and succeed alone when the chips were down, 
and it will ha vs to do it again.

Worsening food shortages in 
wide areas of southern Nigeria 
are worrying 
this 
country’s 
three-month.-old 
military 
re­ 
gime. 
Rising food prices and scarci­ 
ties come at a time when the 
national 
euphoria 
which 
fol­ 
lowed the January revolution is 
easing off. There is also politi­ 
cal grumbling. 
“ The 
honeymoon is 
almost 
over and those nagging prob­ 
lems, which never really went 
away, are becoming more and 
more obvious,” said one diplo­ 
mat. 
The military governor. Maj. 
Gen. J.T. Aguiyi-Ironsi, banned 
exports of eight basic goods last 
week and announced steps were 
“ being taken to bring rising 
food prices to normal and insure 
that 
adequate 
supplies 
are 
available.” 
Food price controls are un­ 
likely to be imposed, apparently 
because they might prove un­ 
workable. 
“ It is a military axion that 
you never give an order unless 
you 
are 
certain 
it 
will 
be 
obeyed. That is why controlled 
prices would not be effective 
and that is why they probably 
won’t be established, ’ said one 
young officer.• * • 
The 
shortages 
and 
inflated 
prices resulted from the politi­ 
cal chaos late last year during 
harvest time, which drove many 
farm ers from their plots. 
This is planting time in Nige­ 
ria and the new harvest begins 
in late October. 
By 
banning 
exports 
and 
cracking down on speculators, 
the .regime expects to be able to 
ease the shortages. 
Shipments of yams, beans and 
manioc sent from Nigeria to 
Britain are marketed in special­ 
ity food shops for Africans and 
West Indians as “tropical food­ 
stuffs." 
Nigeria is In no danger of 
famine. West Africa’s coastal 
belt is fertile tropical, rain, forest 
with extensive agriculture. 
Much grumbling heard here is 
from special interest regional or 
tribal groups w'ho contend their 
members are being persecuted 
while other groups are being let 
off easily. 
Forty-seven officials, includ­ 
ing at least, three ex-Cabinet 
ministers, 
are being held on 
corruption charges or are under 
house arrest pending investiga­ 
tions. A number of other once 
high officials cannot leave the 
country. 
Perhaps more important to 
the stability of the government 
are the 17 young army officers 
reportedly held in Kirikiri Pris­ 
on in Lagos. 
They were the original lead­ 
ers of the revolt .which toppled 
the government of Sir Abubakar 
Tafawa 
Balewa. 
Presumably 
the only charge they face is that 
they 
mutinied 
in 
the 
army, 
whose older officers took over 
the coup and now control Nige­ 
ria. 
Informants say that among 
the 17 is Maj. Chukwuma K. 
Nzeogwu, w'ho led the coup in 
the northern capital of K ad una.

BORN TODAY 
Self-styled “ Lord Protector of Engl,and,,," 
Oliver Cromwell was born at Huntington In 
1599, not long after the authoritative religious 
tie with Rome was broken, and before the 
individual’s authority over his religious con­ 
science became a widely-accepted thing. 
Educated at Cambridge, he studied law 
at London. In 1620 he m arried and became a 
zealous Puritan. Elected to Parliam ent, 1628 
and 1640, he fought for its rights against royal, 
power, and when the civil w ar began, he be­ 
came1 a ca plain of the cavalry with the 
Parliam entarian forces. As a military tactic­ 
ian and teacher, Cromwell was superb, rising 
rapidly in rank. 
In the second civil war, he greatly lessen- 
end his glory by permitting an ineffective 
rump Parliam ent to execute Charles I in 
January, 1646. During his regime, called the 
Protectorate, Cromwell was strict in his 
dealings with non-Puritans but encouraged 
the spread of learning; and bound Scotland 
and Ireland more firmly to England. 
Cromwell died at the height of his power 
in September, 1658, to be succeeded by his 
son, Richard. 
Others born this day are inventor Gugllel- 
mo Marconi, newsman Edward R. Murrow, 
singer Ella Fitzgerald.

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Is God Dead? Local Pas tor Speaks of The Living Christ 


The Rev. Dr. Edgar M. Chris- 
emer, pastor of Transfiguration 
Lutheran church Sunday spoke 
on the new controversy that has 
arisen in the church which re­ 
volves around several radical 
theological 
professors 
w h o 
claim that God has died. 
A considerable amount of at­ 
tention 
has 
been 
devoted 
to 
these professors. 
Among the quotas is "W e 
m u s t recognlie that the 
rirath of God is a historical 
event. 
God has died in our 
time, in our history and in 
our existence.” 
Dr. 
Chrisemer 
explained 
that “ These men are not say­ 
ing that we are dead toward 
God; they are actually saying 
that God himself is dead.” 
• 
• • 
IN HIS sermon Sunday, ‘‘Is 
God Dead?” beforo a capacity 
crowd, he said “ Jerem y Ben- 
tham presided as usual at the 
meeting last week of tho board 
of trustees of the University Col­ 
lege 
hospital 
in 
London—al­ 
though he has been dead for 130 
years. 
“ When he died in 1832 and 
left his entire fortune to the hos­ 
pital he had founded, Bentham 
left the condition that his skele­ 
ton be preserved and placed in 
the president’s chair at every 
meeting. 


“ This unusual testament has 
been 
faithfully 
observed 
at 
every meeting. 
With his head between his 
feet, the dressed up skeleton sits 
in uncanny silence at the table, 
and when he is consulted on 
matters of business and no an­ 
swers come from the skeleton, 
he is recorded as 'Present—but 
not noting.’ 
“ Far too often the church 
of Jesus Christ gives to the 
uorld the impression that it 
is presided over by a dead 
Christ—present, but not vot­ 
ing. The peril of the first 
Sunday after Kaster is that 
the living Christ becomes 
only an historical fact, and 
not a personal experience. 
‘ Far too often the Christian 
church 
celebrates 
the 
emer­ 
gence of Christ from the tomb 
of Easter and the next Sunday 
buries Him again. 
“ There are countless Chris­ 
tians who make their annual 
Easter pilgrimage to the church 
to meet their risen Lord, and 
on the following Sunday they re- 
inter Him by their absence and 
roll back the stone over the 
mouth of the tomb by their in­ 
difference, where they are con­ 
tent to let Him lie in state until 
next Spring. 
“ Paul says of King David: 
His tomb is with us to this day.’ 


It is easy to sum up one’i own 
experience of Christ with those 
word: ‘His tomb is with us to 
this day.’ 
“ We can do it by burying 
Him again under a busy crowd 
ed schedule and a clutter of 
wordl.v interests. We can frame 
Him as a religious picture in 
the hallways of our lives, a 
beautiful decoration, r a r e l y 
noticed. 
“ We can 
make Him a 
constitutional 
m o n a r c h 
smothering Him 
to death 
with 
all the trappings of 
royalty hut denying Him all 
real sovereignty over our 
lives. 
“ But today Jesus Christ is 
coming out of every tomb in 
which men have laid Him away, 
and is walking down the high­ 
ways of life among men. He is 
coming out of the tomb of the 
church and its creeds in which 
He has been interred. 
“ t may sound strange to hear 
that Christ has been laid away 
in the mausoleum of the church, 
yet it is profoundly true. It is 
a common thing to make mauso­ 
leums out of churches. 
“ If you should visit cathedrals 
in Europe, inside the church you 
would find yourself in a grave­ 
yard. As you pass down the 
aisle there are kings to the right 
of you and kings to the left of 
you, all in their graves. 


“ It is all right to bury kings 
in a church. It is all right to 
bury most of them anywhere 
you get a chance — but a church 
or cathedral is no place to bury 
Jesus Christ, because He ought 
not to be buried anywhere But 
the fact of the Master has been 
so often wrapped around with 
the winding sheets of theological 
creeds that it is often hard to 
recognize Him. 
“ A t 
plain 
people 
have 
tried to find Him amid the 
labyrinths of a theological 
maze, they have cried out, 
‘They have taken away my 
Lord, and I know not where 
they have laid Him. 
“ During the days between 
Easter 
and 
Pentecost, 
the 
church was living behind closed 
doors. During that time the dis­ 
ciples 
had 
all 
the 
teachings 
which Jesus was to give them. 
“ But they lacked the spirit to 
go out and put those teachings 
into practice and pass them on 
to others. All too often Christians 


find themselves like the church 
of those early days: for fear of 
something, 
they 
hide 
behind 
closed doors and the message 
which would heal the world is 
shut up with them. 
“ Christianity 
in 
the church 
today is often a smothered re­ 
ligion-smothered by the vested 
interests of great institutions; 
smothered by the elaborate theo­ 
logical defenses that Christians 
have built, not against the devil, 
but against each other; smoth­ 
ered even by anxieties for its 
own future. 
“ The traditional figure of 
Christ has become almost as 
mummified 
as 
Tutankh- 
amen. Pastor Heibert said 
recently that in I.atin Amer­ 
ica one has an oppressive 
sense of the death of Christ. 


“ Again and again the eye 
of the worshiper falls on the 
figure of the Master entombed 
in a glass case. There is every­ 
thing to suggest the dead Christ;

nothing to remind one of the 
living Lord. 
“ While outside the streets are 
swarming with 
people 
poorly 
clad, poorly fed, poorly taught— 
like sheep without a shepherd. 
It is a real tragedy to enclose 
Him as a wax figure in a glass 
tomb in a dark cathedral—the 
Christ who came that 
might 
have life and have it abundantly. 
“ Those people are asking to­ 
day, ‘Who shall roll away the 
stone' so that Jesus may come 
out among men for whom He 
lived and died and rose again? 
“ But it is not only in countries 
like Latin America but here in 
our very midst that Christ has 
been entombed 
in a 
church. 
That fact is no less real even 
though 
the 
entombment 
has 
been unintentional and unrecog­ 
nized 
“ He has been imprisoned 
in a creed in which word» 
have been substituted for a 
living experience. 
He has 
been imprisoned in stained- 
glass windows, beautiful in 
color but remote from life. 
“ He has been up in a book, 
venerated at a distance, but a 
book which remains an unex­ 
plored country to thousands of 
Christians. 
“ He has been shut up in an 
organization in wtiich men have 
said: ‘The little are of life In 


this enclosure in religion. Here 
let Christ be confined. 
The 
wider circle of busy activity 
is business 
and 
politics 
and 
pleasure. 
“ Don’t 
let 
Christ 
get 
out 
where He has no business. Keep 
Him shut up behind the fence 
of the institution which bears 
His name. 
“ But today increasing multi­ 
tudes are recognizing that there 
must be no forbidden city to 
the Son of man. 
He belongs 
everywhere. 
Jesus is coming 
out of the restricted prison of 
the church and is moving into 
the midst of the throbbing life 
of men. 
“ We are realizing today that 
our God is the God of every­ 
thing, or He is the God of noth­ 
ing. For there are some kinds of 
power that cannot be destroyed. 
“ Workers in atomic re­ 
search are faced with the 
problem of waste products 
they 
have 
created 
which 
cannot be disposed of. They 
cannot be burned nor dis­ 
carded. 
“ They cannot even be bur­ 
ied in the ocean, for they re­ 
main radio-active and will be 
lethally 
dangerous 
for 
more 
than twenty thousand years. 
“ That’s why the U.S. spent 
80 anxious days recovering the 
H-Bomb lost off the coast of 


Spain. 
“ But from the empty tomb of 
Christ another kind of power, 
the power of eternal love, was 
released. Men have tried for 
centuries to destroy that power 
by the re-burial of Christ. 
“ But it cannot be buried, de­ 
stroyed or forgotten. Not for 
twenty thousand years but for 
eternity this power will continue 
to 
radiate the immeasurable 
love of God. 
“ When an African native 
is dying, the witch doctors 
put into his hands as his 
passport 
into 
the 
other 
world a dead bone. When 
the Christian dies, he does 
not grasp a dead bone, but 
the living hand of the risen 
Christ. The first words of 
the risen Christ to his dis­ 
ciples were: ‘Peace be unto 
you: 
as My Father hath 
sent me, even so send I 
you. 
“ In closing, I ask you — 
will you serve the living Lord 
with dead works? Or will you 
go out from behind these closed 
doors to the service He has sent 
us — out into a world where 
Christmas comes out a stable, 
and twenty centuries of Christi­ 
anity out of a tomb. And a liv­ 
ing Christ in the hearts of those 
who love Him.”

IS IT possible to k now' by 
symptoms of pain if there is an 
ulcer of the stomach? 
Pain alone in any part of th* 
body cannot be used for an 
e xa c t diagnosis. 
Abdominal 
pain may suggest to the exam­ 
ining physician the possibility 
of stomach ulcers, gall-bladder 
disease, chronic 
appendicitis 
or 
inflammation of 
the pancreas. 
Even other as­ 
sociated 
symp­ 
toms 
may 
be 
confusing to the 
person who at­ 
tempts his own 
Dr. Coleman d iagnosis be­ 
cause they are 
similar “to another's.” 
When there is abdominal pain 
that is relieved by eating, or 
even made worse by eating, it 
indicates the need for more 
thorough examination. 
When the ulcer of the stom­ 
ach or duodenum is suspected 
X-rays wnth barium can outline 
the stomach wall and pinpoint 
the presence of an ulcer. There 
are other studies on the stom­ 
ach contents which measure the 
amount of hydrochloric acid 
and indicate the possibility of 
an ulcer. 
There is rarely any guess­ 
work 
about

Patient Improves; 


Still Unconscious 


HOUSTON, Tex. (A P ) — A 


former coal miner with a par­ 


tial artificial heart implanted in 
his chest remained unconscious 
Sunday. But attending doctors 
said his genera] condition con­ 
tinues to improve.

Westville, 111., underwent the 
dramatic six-hour heart implan­ 
tation operation Thursday to 
allow an artificial pump to take 
over the work load of the left 
ventricle of his heart. 
A Methodist Hospital advisory 
said DeRudder’s condition was 
“essentially unchanged’’ from 
Saturday 
night’s

which said he was improving. 
The latest advisory said the 
pump has taken oVer 60 per cent 
of the left ventricle’s work and 
the patient’s blood pressure is 
“ now well within his preopera­ 
tive range/’ 


DeRudder has not regained 
consciousness since the opera­ 
tion but doctors said this is not 
due to the pump which has been 
working satisfactorily.

Dr. Michael E. DeBakey, the 
heart surgeon who, with a top 
team of specialists, performed 
the operation, said DeRudder’s 
lack of response could be due to 
edema, a swelling caused by an 
unusually large amount of fluid 
on the brain. He said treatment 
is under way to relieve this con­ 
dition. 
Doctors hope the dome-shaped 
pump will have completed in 10 
days or so the job of allowing 
the left ventricle to rest suffi­ 
ciently to take over the normal 
work of doing most of the 
heart’s pumping. The device, 
part of which is imbedded in the 
chest, can be removed without 
major surgery, they said. 
In a brief interview Saturday, 
Dr. DeBakey said, “Everything 
seems to be going better on the 
basis of tests.”
